Eight shots were fired at 
two would-be robbers by clerks 
at the California Drive-In Mar* 
ket, Tenth and State streets, 
East St. Louis, last night.

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If Reform Is Wanted .. 


What can be done to improve the structure of 
municipal government in St. Louis within the 
frame of the existing City Charter of 1914? 

This question has been raised officially by 
the Board of Aldermen, whose membership 
almost to a man fought the Charter proposed 
last August. It has been directed to the Board 
of Estimate, whose three members—Mayor Tuck- 
er, Comptroller Poelker and Aldermanic Pres- 
ident Gunn—supported the August Charter. 

Under the 1914 Charter the Board of Estimate 
can recommend certain structural clianges in 
local government, and the Aldermen by two- 
thirds vote of all the members can put them 
into effect. The city’s law department currently 
is studying the possibilities. Establishment of 
a central tax record system, as a device to dis- 
courage cheating on merchants license tax re- 
turns, has been proposed by Mr. Poelker, and 
undoubtedly the proposal will be transmitted to 
the Aldermen for action. 

Unfortunately, much as the Mayor and his 
colleagues on the Board of Estimate plainly 
want to see real changes made, their proposals 
of necessity must be limited tn scope. The 1914 
Charter permits them only to recommend the 
creation of new municipal divisions, or to dis 
continue divisions, or to combine and distribute 
the functions of divisions. 

. 7 + 

Divisions are the smallest building blocks of 
municipal government. It is possible that some 
gains in administrative efficiency can be made 
by moving them-around. Every little bit will 
help. But neither the Board of Estimate nor 
the Aldermen can do anything about the city’s 
departments, which are local government's major 
structures. The only ways these can be altered 
are through a new Charter or by amending the 
old one. 

Charter reform through amendment thus 
offers the only area in which major and signif- 
icant gains can now be made. The Aldermen 
enjoy the power to submit Charter amendments 
directly to the people. 

What ‘were some of the major reforms that 
would have been athieved by the defeated 
Charter? There were a great many that the 
Aldermen should be considering. 

For example, the authority of the Mayor—any 
Mayor, not merely Mayor Tucker—in fiscal and 
budgetary matters ought to be increased. This 
raises the question of elimination of the office 
of Comptroller and of the Board of Estimate, 
which takes Charter change. 

Certain other structural alterations that can 
be achieved only through Charter revision also 
are worth examining. A Department of Admin- 
istration to centralize the city’s management 
tools of budgeting, accounts, records and pur- 
chasing is indicated. Also a Department of 
Traffic Engineering, staffed by professionals 
whose work would be subject to aldermanic veto.

The question of municipal salaries, now held 
to an arbitrary $10,000 level, needs prompt at- 
tention to attract first-class people. The ques 
tion of. fair distribution of the license tax among 
a great many firms that now escape through a 
Charter loophole also ought to be frankly 
faced. There are many others. It would pay 
the Aldermen to leaf through the defeated 
Charter, and might benefit the whole city. 

If Mayor Tucker's Administration or - the 
Aldermen can find worthwhile improvements in 
city government to be made by ordinance only, 
they should of course co-aperate in putting them 
into effect. But the truth is that most of the 
big changes—the important changes that will 
really make a basic difference in the capacity 
of city government to cope with today’s prob- 
lems—require Charter action. That is why a 
new Charter has been proposed twice in the 
last decade. 

If any Aldermen are genuinely interested in 
basic improvement of city government, they 
will have to start talking about Charter amend- 
ments. For that, they need not wait on recom- 
mendations from the Mayor.

Missiles and the Farm Subsidy 

President Eisenhower made it quite plain fn 
his Oklahoma City address that he would try 
to offset increased military spending by cutting 
or deferring non-military programs whenever 
possible. It is highly problematical how much 
success can be anticipated from this policy. But 
one field where a close scrutiny might pay some 
dividends is the farm program. 

Price support programs on this year’s crops 
and dairy products likely will run to about 
three billions. Supporting 1956 farm production 
cost just.under that sum. The cost in 1955 was 
more than three and a half billions. Even in 
a nation grown used to astronomical rates of 
spending, these are still substantial sums. 

If only a third the cost of price supports could 
have been saved over the last three years, about 
three billions now would be available for build- 
ing missiles, for educating young scientists, for 
improving our secondary schools. It went in- 
stead to encoyrage a glut of unneeded farm pro- 
duction tm.order’to support farm income. 

At the moment the Department of Agriculture 
has more than seven billions invested in farm 
surpluses that it can’t move. Those sales it does 
make, in the aggregate, are made at a loss. In 
fiscal 1956-57. the loss averaged $120,000,000 a 
month... "That. would buy a great deal of educa- 
tion for those of our gifted children who now 
drop out of school for financial reasons. 

All of which raises the question whether we 
can continue to support the farm program in the 
style to which it has become accustomed. If the 


answer is No, is it not high time that we attempt 
to wean ourselves from it?

“Not Salutary’ Is Right 
Sheriff Litzinger of St, Louis county would 
never have had the chance to work himself into 
his present predicament were it not for a basie 
defect in Missouri criminal law procedures. 


The Sheriff faces the possibility of an ouster’ 


action against him on the ground that he so- 
licited and collected “more than” was due him 
from professiona] bondsmen for returning jail 
jumpers. 

Whatever becomes of the allegations against 
the Sheriff, the defect in the criminal proce- 
dures is serious. This permits the Sheriff to 
enter into negotiations with bondsmen over his 
travel allowances. Arthur J. Freund, a member 


of the American Bar Association's section on . 


criminal law, has made the comment that such 
a relationship is “not salutary to the proper 
administration of justice.” How right he is. 

Mr. Freund suggests that the Circuit Courts, 
not the bondsmen, should be the Sheriff's pay- 
master for duties involving the return of bail 
jumpers. When the need arises for a junket 
by the Sheriff, the affected bondsman would 
deposit with the court an amount specified by 
the court. The Sheriff would be compensated 
from that fund. 


This is a reasonable proposal and a most 
hy 


one as well. For, according to Mr. 

a, the necessary procedural changes could 

be made simply by the Missouri Supreme Court 

or any of the Circuit Courts in the state issuing 
new rules. 

While it would obviously be better for the 
State Supreme Court to eliminate the procedural 
defect throughout the entire state, certainly 
the Circuit Court in St. Louls county ought to 
act at once in its jurisdiction. Sheriff Litzinger 
and all other sheriffs ought to be delivered 
from temptation. . | 
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An African Appeal to France 
The offer by the rulers of Tunisia and Moroc- 
co to mediate the Algerian war presents the 
most hopeful prospect for a settlement —if 
France will reconsider her hasty and emotional 

rejection of their appeal. | 
King Mohammed V of Morocco and President 
Habib Bourguiba of Tunisia are friends and al- 
lies of France who also have contact with the 
Algerian rebel leaders. More than that, they 
lead two nations to which France gave freedom, 
as it has been unwilling to do in Algeria. Yet 


while the Algerian rebels accepted the media 
tion offer, France accused the King and Prest = 


dent of abandoning their neutrality. This is ne 
answer to the Algerian problem. 


Not only France, but the entire free world. ° 


has a stake in ending the three-year war. It 
is costing France more than a billion dollars 
a year, contributing to French economic difficul- 
ties. It is costing unaccountably in blood and 
bitterness on both sides. It is creating an insta- 
bility in North Africa which could fester into 
even more dangerous threats to peace. 
Unfortunately, France’s interest in Algeria 
seems to have become psychological as well as 
political and economic. Felix Gaillard, the en- 
ergetic new premier, admitted that when he said: 


Before we try to figure out how much 
the Algerian war is costing France, I say 
let's ask ourselves how much it would cost 
in terms of traumatic shock to the nation’s 
morale, not to mention material loss, if 
we lost Algeria. 


But the proposal of King Mohammed and 
President Bourguiba could in the long run pre- 
vent a total Joss and a sudden shock. They 
suggest that mediation be directed toward “sov- 
ereignty for the Algerian people,” rather than 
immediate surgery from France. They propose 
a guarantee for French interests and emigrants 
while gradually extending the independence that 
Algeria inevitably seeks. 

The mediation proposal offers an opportunity 
for the careful process of decolonization which 
Britain has followed so successfully in many 
places, and which France herself was obliged 
to follow elsewhere in North Africa. After 
three years of indecision and bloodshed, surely 
it is time for a French Government to display 
the courage necessary to negotiate for peace. 
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Polio and Public Apathy 
Few words had a greater connotation of dread 
for the layman than did polio. It was not strange 
that the world applauded on that bright April 
day in 1955 when it was announced that the Salk 
vaccine was a safe and effective shield against 


the disease. There ensued a rush and clamor 


for the vaccine with no small amount of greed 
displayed. How the picture has changed! 

Today there are 37,000,000 persons under 40 
who have yet to start their shots and 44,000,000 
others who require one or more shots to com- 
‘plete’ the three required for maximum protec- 
tion. . Gnly two of five teen-agers have had one 
or more shots; they are at a particularly vulner- 
able age. Yet there ‘'s plenty of the vaccine 
available. 

This is shameful publie apathy. The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, which spent 
millions of dollars to help perfect, test and dis- 
tribute the Salk vaccine, is rightly dismayed. 
Polio is not whipped—not nearly. A resurgence 
of the virus, induced or fostered by persons not 
yet immunized, could kill and cripple tens of 
thousands. 

Those who are prone to procrastination, or 
who believe or hope that they are not susceptible 
to polio, should make the acquaintance of some 
family which has experienced the dread disease 
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True to Form 

It is not at all surprising that none of the 
School Board members has filed an itemized 
expense account in more than two years, as 
Board rules require. Nor is it surprising that, 
once this “oversight” was made public, some 
members suggested repealing the rule. 

The rule in question was enacted when the 
so-called Blue Ribbon faction temporarily con- 
trolled the Board. This group stood for strict 
accounting of the use of public money, for the 
elimination of waste in public school adminis- 
tration, and for a strict ethical standard for 
Board members and officers, 

The Board as currently composed is dominated 
overwhelmingly by those who owe their election 
to the same faction of the city’s Democratic 
party that controls the “county offices,” the 
Board of Aldermen and the city’s legislative 
delegation to Jefferson City. The current School 
Board has largely repealed the Blue Ribbon 
group's rules on ethics, and now it can finish 
the job with the overlooked rule on members’ 
expense accounts. 
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A Deer Season in Illinois ~

improved conservation methods, made a season 
feasible, as the results show. According to the 
State Department of Conservation at Spring- 
field, 7800 shotgun hunters took a total of 1685

This does not include many deer killed by. 
landowners or tenants of which 1109 were li- 
censed.

Too many employers still refuse to hire men more than 45 
years old; yet Department of Labor study shows such work- 
ers are skilled, stable and highly productive; new Department 
program to encourage hiring, stop waste of useful citizens.

Alfred Harrison, aged 58, is a man 
cut loose from the purposes of his life. 


Harrison has an adequate education 
and long experience as an accountant. 
He hag held responsible, well-paying 
jobs in the past. But his employer 
went out of business more than a 
year ago and Harrison has been un- 
employed ever since. He has searched 
diligently for a new job—answering 
dozens of newspaper ads, filling out 
application after application in em- 
ployment offices. 

He has had no 
luck. At least one 
employer has told 
him pointblank: 
“I'm sorry, but 
you're just too old.” 

“I conclude from 
all this,” Harrison 
said recently in a 
letter to the United 
States Department 
of Labor, “that the 
only thing left for 
me to do is to stay 
home and die.” 

This unhappy and 
frustrated man is 
typical of thousands who have held 
good jobs for many years only to find 
that their skill and experience have 
ceased to have market value simply 
because they have passed over some 
mythical bridge of chronological age. 
They have nearly everything to offer 
a potential employer—capability, relia- 
bility, maturity, judgment, experience.

In five of the seven major cities 
where the Department's most inten- 
sive and comprehensive research was 
conducted, more than half of all job 
orders filed with the public Employ- 
ment Service contained maximum 
hiring ages. In three cities, 73 to 79 
per cent contained such restrictions. 
This meant that workers over 45 were 
barred from nearly half of all job 
openings listed with the public Em- 
ployment Service in the seven cities. 


New Knowledge Put to Work 


In the Labor Department's research, 
which catalogues for the first. time 
the true. characteristics of older work- 
ers, employers will find many useful 
facts. Where the job-seeking older 
worker needs an extra measure of 
service, where he needs an extra boost 
in pleading his case to an employer, 
the new-action program of the public 
Employment Service will be ready to 
help. 

This new knowledge fs already be- 
ing put to work. After an experi- 
mental project in which more than 
four times as many older job seekers 
were placed in jobs through improved 
and intensified services, Secretary of 
Labor James P. Mitchell allocated 
n-arly a half-million dollars to speed 
the adoption of the new services in all 
state and territorial public employ- 
ment offices. 

The new allocation was in addition 
to the $13,000,000 the Federal Gov- 
ernment provides each year to state 
employment services to finance place- 
ment services for older workers. 
Through these programs some two and 
one-half million middle-aged and 
older men and women are registered 
annually in public employment offices 
ae more than a million are placed in 
obs. 


Towarda Richer, Better Life 


In a large Massachusetts city, for 
instance, the Employment Service ar- 
ranged for a training program for 
older women’ to fill a:need for power 
gtitchers in the garment industry. In 
only four week, two fifths of the 
trainees had jobs, and the rest needed 
only one more week of training. 

And the future, with its vistas of 
ever-increasing production and its 
hunger for skilled manpower, demands 
brighter opportunities for older work- 
ers. All employed and job-seeking 
men and women past 45 comprise at 
least one third of the cotintry’s man- 
power resources and possess one third

ON THE LINE, by Harvey. Swadog.

The eight stories that make up this 
collection are tied together by the fact 
that the central characters all. work 
“on the line’—the assembly line ip 
an automobile plant near New, York. 

They are a diverse group—a Negro 
ambitious to become a singer, an Irish 
immigrant, a young boy trying to save 
enough for college—and their particu, 
lar problems are equally diverse, 

The line, however, is no more than 
the setting for the stories; it serves 
only as a gadget to string the stories 
on and to furnish, a title. ; 

Despite a quietly competent style, 
an undeniable authenticity of detail, 

, and a sympathetic 
sensitivity to the 
individual need for 
self -respect,. some- 
thing of this artifi- 
ciality sneaks into 
the stories. 

They are all trag- 
edies where men 
of goodwill are de- 
feated, not by their 
own flaws, not by 
the pressure of 
environment, not 
beating their heads 
against inexorable 
fate, not even by 
the evil In others, 
but simply by the capriciousness of 
accident. At best, they preach an ul- 
timate pessimism, the incomprehensj- 
ble certainty of meaningless defeat. 

Which leaves this reader, for one, 
admiring but vaguely dissatisfied.

14 miles above the suburban 
communities of Monrovia and 
Azusa. In three hours, the fire 
raged eight miles down the 
thickly wooded and brush-cov- 
ered slopes, and in six hours it | 
had advanced 12 miles on a 
four-mile front. 

Winds slackened, however, | 
and a Forest Service spokes- 
man said that control is ex- 
pected tonight or tomorrow. 

The fire was burning 25 to 
30 miles northeast of downtown 
Los Angeles and 15 to 20 miles 
from the northernmost sections 
of the city, which were in no 
danger. Gommunities closer to 
the blaze were in no immediate 
danger. 

The famous 
observatory was reported seri- 
ously imperiled during the 
early stages of the fire, but | 
flames were beaten back yes- 
terday several miles east of | 
the peak on which the observa- 
tory and a number of television 
transmitters are located. 

About 1400 men,_ including 
Indians, battled the blaze along 
a 50-mile perimeter. The spe- 
cially trained Indian fire- 
fighters were brought in from 
Winslow, Ariz. and Gallup, 
N.M.

Condensation on Masonry 
Walls. 


MANY OF US are troubled | 
in winter—and sometimes in 
summer as well—wit con- 
densation occurring on ma- 
sonry walls either below 
ground such as in the base- 
ment or even above ground. 

This trouble is caused by 
warm moist air striking the 
cold masonry surface and the 
masonry is cold either because 
the outside air is cold or be- 
cause, as is the case in sum- 
mer, it is in contact with the 
ground that is cooler than the 
air around the wall. Anyway, 
we get a wall that is covered 
with sweat and this is annoy- 
ing. 


THERE is only one sure cure 
for this condition and that is 
to resurface- the masonry wall 
in such a way that the new 
surface won't be chilled by the 
masonry.
